LILIES 

Callosum.  A  rather  attractive  and  dainty  plant  that  is  useful  because  it 
flowers  in  July  when  no  other  lily  of  its  type  is  available.  It  bears  from  5 
to  25  small,  dull-red  to  orange-red  nodding  flowers  with  tightly  reflexed  seg¬ 
ments  faintly  spotted  at  the  base.  Plants  2  to  5  feet  tall,  very  slender, 
with  short,  narrow,  scattered,  dark-green  leaves.
